7 January on the same subject, signed by the DD/l, DD/P, and AD/fei 

"To insure that the foregoing allocation of responsibilities 
is properly coordinated and to Insure that all Agency 
responsibilities under BSC-169 are fully discharged, 
an intra-Agency advisory committee should be established 
under the chairmanship of the AD/SI and composed of 
representatives from all Interested Offices, including 
DD/P. This eaandttee will provide advice and guidance 
to the various Offices of the Smmaj in the implementation 
of responsibilities under BSC-169 and will coordinate 
the preparation of such CIA reports as may be requested, 
from time to time, upon the status of progress under 
NSC-169, The committee will further be responsible 
for insuring proper coordination of CIA activities 
under BSC-169 with OCB and other departments and 
agencies of the government, using such means as nay be 
most appropriate,"

casBunleations intelligence field. He suggested that it could serve 
as a forum of exchange of information on current and planned 
activities of the several offices and a place to pool ideas with 
respect to th© solution of particular problems, 

7 e suggested that the Committee need not pass 

on every BMte^OToSving two or more offices, although the 
Committee should be made aware of such matters. 

B 0 expressed the opinion that the Committee could 

serve best with regard to: 

a. Priorities 

b. Exchange of information on activities 

c. Exchange of information on avail, ability 
of Intelligence 

d. Exchange of information on facilities 

e. Support to W/l in any progress reports 
required on HSC-169

10, It was agreed that 0/SI would prepare and circulate a draft 
Charter for the Committee prior to the next meeting, which would be 
called as soon as possible thereafter.
